DROPS TUESDAY-

OTTAWA — Commencing Tuesday the retail price of 
butter will drop by 12 cents a pound and the price of 
cheese will rise by one-half a cent a pound. 

The new prices go into operation May 1 under the 
revamped dairy price support program announced earlier 
this year by the federal government. 

It is estimated the new program will cost more than 
$50,000,000 in its first year of operation. 

The consumer subsidy — which the taxpayers will 
pay through the federal treasury — will bring the retail 
price of butter down from around 7 cents to between 56 
and 59 cents 1 pound depending upon the area. This price 
compares with a margarine price of between 30 and 35 
cents a pound.
